Dr. Me- 
dill ought to take pains to inform himself 
in regard to two important matters— 
namely, the formation of the government 
and the condition of affairs in the south. 
After three or four years of careful study, 
he would be a wiser, if not a better man. 


Cheap. Coal for Atlanta. 

The interview with Mr. E. Haiman, 
which was published in Tuesday’s Con- 
STITUTION, provoked very general com- 
ment among our business men and prop- 
erty-holders. The old-time interest in 
the Georgia Western railroad was revived, 
and, as will be seen from a_ recent 
report, the revival has ‘begun to take 
practical shape. It is proper for us to 
say that we did not present the whole 
case as given us by Mr. Haiman, and that 
he did not give us all the facts that he 
had upon the subject. As important as 
our editorial, was, it hardly touched the 
essence of the matter. The Georgia 
Western railroad must be built, and the 
Alabama coal-fields must be opened up 
to Atlanta. As faras Atlanta is ahead 
at present, and as far-fetched as the 
idea may seem, Atlanta may make up 
her mind that she will have to 
eompete directly with Chattanooga 4n 
trying to catch the hundreds of new man-! 
ufacturing ‘enterprises that the logic of 
the times will drive to the south. In this 
competition Atlanta has all the advan- 
tages (and competent advantages they are, 
too,) except one, and that one, unfortu- 
nately for us, lies at the very bottom of 
the business toward which the competi- 
tion is‘directed. Atlanta is healthier and 
pleasanter—vit is a better market and a 
better distributing point—it has the com- 
mercial supremacy and the capital—it has 
many natural advantages—but it is 140 
miles further from the coal supply than 
Chattanooga. This difference in distance 
cannot be wiped out or compensated by 
any reduction in freights unless the 
Western and Atlantic railroad can afford 
to carry coal for. nothing, which is, of 
eourse, out of the question.- 

The factories at Chattanooga get coal at 
about one-third the cost at which it is 
supplied to the Atlanta factories. This 
difference in the cost of coal, competent 
practical manufacturers tell us,  can- 
not be sustained by Atlanta, when- 
ever Chattanooga opposes the Atlanta 
factories with an equal enterprise, energy 
and capital. That Chattanooga will soon 
have these equal terms, if the present 
difference is allowed to stand, cannot be 
doubted by those who look at the matter 
lairly. The letter that Mr. Haiman pre- 
sented yesterday froma prominent manu- 
facturer, in which he said that while he 
very much preferred Atlanta he did not 
feel justified in encountering the unequal 
chances that he must meet in Atlanta 
because of the price of coal. It is plain, 
then, that we must not expect to catch 
much of the tide of new factories that 
must shortly swell through the south. 

The case is even worse than this. With- 
out cheap coal, Atlanta must expect to 
lose much of her present prosperity. 
Mr. Haiman, who is identified with our 
interests, very frankly states that he can- 
notaflord tomake certain needful enlarge- 
ments of his factory in Atlanta,but that he 
must contract here and enlarge elsewere 
unless he can count on getting cheaper 
eoal. Nothing is more certain than that 
the future prosperity of Atlanta depends 
on her manufactories. Anything that 
throws them back will weaken the whole 
city and undermine its growth. They 
cannot be expected to thrive under these 
high prices of coal. Coalis the food upon 
which they live, and gives them the air 
that they breathe, and that makes them 
vital. Llfiit costs three times as much 
as it does ina neighboring and competing 
city, our factories must suffer.
